I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  for  1948. 

From  the  under-mentioned  data  and  statistics,  some  idea  of  what  has 
been  carried  out  by  this  Department  can  be  gathered. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Water  Supply  in  this  area  is  by:- 

(a)  The  Littlestone  &  District  ITater  Company,  Parishes  of 
Dymchurch  &  St .  Mary  *  s . 

(b)  The  Mid-Kent  Water  Co.  Remaining  seven  Parishes. 

(c)  Application  has  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  financial 
grants  towards  Capital  Expenditure  of  Scheme. 

2 SBIYBRS 

The  only  existing  Public  Sewer  in  the  area  is  approximately  1  mile. 

This  servos  the  Central  portion  of  Dymchurch  only, 

Diaoussions  have  taken  place  with  Kent  County  Sanitary  Officer  and 
the  Consulting  Engine-er  and  this  Council  and  details  are  in  the  course 
of  preparation  for  the  sewering  of  St,  Mary's  Bay  and  Dymchurch  Coastal  Belt 

5 .  PUBLIC  cleansing 

Cesspools  are  emptied  in  Dymchurch  and  St.  Mary’s  Bay  free  of  charge. 

In  other  Parishes  all  cesspools  are  dealt  with  by  the  Rural  District 
Council . 

House  Refuse  is  cleared  from  Dymchurch  once  a  week;  St.  Mary’s  Bay 
once  every  two  weeks. 

With  the  coming  into  service  of  a  new  Refuse  Lorry  fortnightly 
collection  of  all  House  Refuse  throughout  the  remdinder  of  the  Area 
has  been  undertaken,

The  Register 
contains  in  all  23  Producers  and  9  Retail  Distributors.  The  major  Retail 
distribution  is  carried  out  by  one  private  firm  who  has  made  necessary 
Structural  alterations  to  accommodate  the  new  Heat  Treatment  Plant  which 
operated  w.e.f.  1st  January,  1949*
